SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT, 


To THE ScHooL CommITTEE oF MILLIS: 

In accordance with the regular custom, I hereby hare 

the honor to submit my first annual report. 
Teachers. 

The importance of having the teaching effective make it 
the first consideration.. A high standard of instruction is 
attained by having teachers of ability with education and 
training for their respective positions, 

Some degree of permanency in the teaching corp is 
usually highly desirable. It is considered an advantage to 
have a limited number of changes from one year tothe next 
and to have as few changes during a school year as possible 


Reading. 


The importance of reading as one of the divisions of the 
curriculum and its relation to the other studies in determin- 
ing the advancement of the pupils is so great that it demands 
sufficient attention to have the instruction effective and the 
best method used. 5 

The method should be adapted to the needs and develop- 
ment of the pupils. The Progressive Road to Reading is be- 
ing used in the schools. It gives prominence to the phonetic 
work which thus develops more self-reliance and definite 
accomplishment. 

This method of teaching reading consists in the presen- 
tation of the story, the recognition of the words used and the 
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drill on phonics as a means of assured progress and the great- 
est comprehension in a specified time. 


Age of Admission. 


The question of the admission to the first grade, with a 
view to adefinite establishment, so as to conform to a fair 
average, was referred to at the time of the opening of 
schools. 

A wide variation in the readiness of the pupils to enter 
upon the work of the grade make it somewhat difficult to set 
adefinite time. Still when they are admitted at exactly five 
years of age there are only a few that are able to do the work 
of each grade in a single year. At five and a half years of 
age there are only few but what are able to make the ad- 
vancement. With five and half years as the age of admis- 
sion, that makes the average nearly six and the pupils are 
sufficiently mature and ready to enter the grade. 


Geography. 


Geography more than any study has changed in the 
last few years both in the contents as presented and in the 
method used in the instruction. New conditions have de- 
veloped that made necessary ohanges with new map studies 
in association. Books have been published that are organ- 
ized on this basis as regard content and method. 

The McMurry Parkin Geographies are now in use in the 
sixth grade and the same kind could be used in other grades 
as new books are needed. 

It permits of making the work interesting aud fulfills the 
trend of education to develop imitative, resourcefullness on 
the part of the child, to stimulate his own thinking, and de- 
velops his talents and ability,

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT. 


Millis, Mass., Jan. 1, 1925. 
To the School Committce of Millis: 

The work of the high school is proceeding well this year. 

To improve the school and its helpfullness to the in- 
dividual pupil, I suggest more co-operation of the parents 
with the teachers. One respect in which this co-operation is 
greatly needed is in the requirement by the parent of home 
study for the pupil. 

School work as a rule cannot go faster than that of the 
individual pupils. The more individual effort there is, the 
better school we have, and the better our school, the more 
benefit each individual pupil may get from it. The best in- 
dividual work is noted in those pupils whose parents insist 
that they study at home. A high school student of average 
ability should study an hour’and a half or so at home each 
day. Thus he assimilates his lessons so as to get the most 
benefit from the class room, becoming more interested in the 
work, and the class room work may go on with greater 
smoothness and speed. By insisting that their children 
study at home, parents are working with the school, and ina 
way which is of a great benefit to the children themselves. I 
earnestly urge that they do so. 

I desire all parents and others interested to visit school, 
Then they may better know, first hand, what is being done. 
Also great benefit is often derived from talks between the 
parent and the teacher—any circumstance which affects the 
pupils’ work or atanding, such as ill-health, should be mado 
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known to the teacher by the parents, that proper considera- 
tion may be made. When parents have special plans for 
their children’s future, in regard to college, normal school or 
future work, it is important that these plans be discussed 
with the teacher—in this way we may see that the pupil is 
properly prepared, and by co-operating, the parent and 
teacher may work better towards the same end. 

We had a successful season in football and are looking 
forward to a good baseball season. The chief aim of any 
school is to train girls and boys to be good citizens. It is 
generally conceded that athletics, rightly played, help in 
accomplishing this aim, as they develop self-control, con- 
sideration for others and ability to abide by rules. A much 
better and more eager spirit is evident in all the school work 
when there are school activities such as baseball and foot- 
ball. I think it of the utmost importance that a place be 
provided by the town for basket ball or some other winter 
sport, so that the boys, and perhaps the girls. can have a 
chance for organized sports during the winter months. 

Our equipments in baseball and football are old and in- 
adequate. The boys have been obliged to buy their own 
suits, and as this in some cases was difficult, there were boys 
last fall playing without football shoes or helmets. If a 
small sum were appropriated by the town for sports equip- 
ment, it would be a great encouragement. 

I wish to thank the townspeople for their kindly interest 
and for their aid in school activities. Also, I wish to thank 
the school committee and the teachers for their support and 
for their patient help in solving school problems.
